Your Income 


Taxes 


Federal Law's Provisions Ex- 


plained and Questions Regard- 
ing Specific Applications of the 
Stature Answered by Expert. 


(This is the fourth of a scries of 


articles, dealing with the income tax 
and provisions of the new~iaw) 


Thus far in the series we have 


discussed who is subject to tax, who 
must tile a return, and what exemp- 
tions are allowed. We can now con- 
sider the questions of 
when 
arid^ 


where the returns must lie filed. 


Returns prepared on u 
calendar 


year basis, jis is the case with most 
returns, must be h'led on or before 
March 1<5 of the following year. Re- 
turns covering the calendar 
year 


192J, therefore, must be filed not lat- 
er than March 15,1925. 
! 


Returns may also be prepared on 


what is known as a fiscal year basis. 
A fiscal year means a 
period 
of 


twelve months ending; on the last day 
of any month oilier than Bet-ember. 
Thus, the iueriod ij-om February 1 to 
the next January 31 would be a fiscal 
year, or May 1 to t'he nejct April 30. 


In the case of returns made on a 


fiscal year basis, the returns must 
be JileiT by the l">th day of 'yic third 
month following the close 
;of the; 


lisciil year ending January 31, the 
return would be due by the next April 
1">, and if the fiscal year ended oh 
May 31, the return would be due by 
the next August 15. 


It is important to bear in mind, 


however, that the only time returns 
can be prepared on a fist-iil year ba- 
sis is where--the taxpayer's books arc 
kept on that basis. Jf no books arc 
kept, the return must ')c> made on a 
calendar year basis. 


Now as to -where returns must be 


filed. It is provided in the law that 
returns must be-filed with the Collec- 
tor of Internal Kcvenue for the dis- 
trict in which the taxpayer resides, 
or he may, if lie desires, -file the re- 
turn in. the district where he has his 
principal .place of business.-: The 
country is divided into sixty-live col- 
lection districts, each supervised by 
a collector of Internal Revenue, and 
it is with that officer for the taxpay- 
er's district t!h:it tilt return must be 
filed. If a person has no legal resi- 
dence or place of business in the 
United States the return 
must be 


filed with the Collector at'Baltimore, 
Md. 


Let us now consider the tax rates. 


The net income of an individual m:ay 
'ic subject 'to t\vo taxes; a.nonnal tax 
and a surtax. The normal tax rates 
begin at 2% for the first $4,000 of 
income in excess of the exemptions, 
then JTO to 4% on the next $4,000 of 
income, and finally 6% on the rest of 
the net income. 


Thus, if a married individual, with 


no dependents^ had a net income of 
.$15,500, his normal tax would 
he 


computed, as follows: the exemption 
of $2,500 is first deducted, leaving 
$13,000, subjcct^to the.; normal tax. 
On the first $4',000-'of'this $J3,000 a 
-% tax i« imposed or $80. On .the 
next -1*4,000;' tlie rate is 4^, ojx$160:

Then there is the' surtax. The sur- 


tax rates range from 1% to 40^i, de- 
rpcnduisr on the size of the income. 
The lowest rate begins with incomes 
over flO,000. In other words, where 
an individual has a net income of 
less than $10,000, he need riot pay 
any surtax -at all. The .income be- 
tween 'flO,000 and $14,000 , is 
sub- 


ject to" ii 1%' surtax1, or $40. The in- 
come between $14,000 and' $16,000 is 
subject to a 2% surtaxj and so on 
up Ithe line. Income in the $100,000 
bracket is subject to 36% ; $200,000;

Indiiinupolis, hid., Jan. 2!)—Con- 


tinuous appeal by various agencies 
for the motoring public- to drive care 
•fully and sensi'bly tit grade cross- 
ings, appears to have made some 
headway during 1924, according to 
accident figures compiled 
by the 


maintenance division of 
the state 


highway department, just submitted 
to, John D. Williams, state road dir- 
ector. 


•'Our field organization 
can not 


obtain a report of 
every 
accident 


curing 'Oil,'a state road," A. 11. 


Hinkle, maintenance superintendent, 
explains, "but we obtain a report of 
the worst accidents anil of all fa- 
talities." 


The report shows a. total of 372 


accidents 1'or the fiscal year ending 
November 30, and of this number 
160 are charged to fast driving. 


While there were only live acci- 


dents the past year at steam road 
crossings, and five at electric linej 
crossings, all five resulted in fatal!-' 
tics at the former and four fatali- 
ties at the latter. There' were l(i ac- 
cidents each at railroad an d elec- 
tric, crossings reported ,by the high- 
way department for 1923. 


In the 372 accidents during 1924, 


the highway report .shows that thir- 
ty-three persons were 
killed, and 


197 injured, some seriously. 


While fast driving is attributed as 


the chief cause of accidents, 39 were 
due to intoxicated drivers, 29 ac- 
count of sleep grades, 23 on sharp 
curves, 2-1 for lack, of guard rails, 1C 
on slippery pavement, 13 areount of 
deep side ditches, 25 due to glaring 
headlights, 41 'because of 
narrow: 


roads, and 14 attributed to miscel- 
laneous causes.
